Providing Penalties

falsely or fraudulen’ 
izes a document hencefortn will 
be guilty of a felony hnd sub- 
ject to a maximum prison term 
of five years plus a fine of up 
to $5,000. Previously, the notary 
public law did not set forth 
penalty for such a viol. 

Simple failure to req - 
sonable proof of the identity of 
he person whose signature is 
being notarized constitutes 
misdemeanor undi he 
taw, Adams said, and is pu 
able by a fine of up to $500 o; 
mprisonment not to exceed six 
months. 

Ignorance or absence 
to defraud in falsely notarizing 
a document is no defense. The 
new law requires that a notary 
public have proof of identity 
n all signatures being notariz- 
ad. 

Deliberately notarizing fa 
information constitutes a fel 
ony, and ignorantly notarizing 
false document is a misderhea 
or under the new regulation. 
Adams explained. 

The new law also provides 
that any woman who is comt- 
missioned as a notary public 
ind subsequently changes her 
name by marriage or other met- 
hod may continue to hold her 
commission under the name in 
which it was issued until the 
commission expires. 

Notaries public are appoint- 
ed by the Governor and com- 
missioned by the Secretary of 
State. Some 15,000 new com- 
missions and recommissions are 
made annually.

That Fred and Carnie Menge,

2300 boxes of oranges at one 
load, the GREY EAGLE, old 
ind rotten, which run the river 
for 22 years before she sunk at 
Ft. Thompson, the steel hulled 
RALPH BARKER, the 50 foot 
oropeller boat NYANZA and the 
ald CORONA which had been 
built for Cap'n Ben F. Hall, 
Cap'n Peter Cone in later days 
her to haulin’ freight on 
Okeechobee Lake. But I reckon 
about the finest of all their 
boats were the passenger pac- 
ket THOMAS A. EDISON. Shed 
n built in 1904 at Appalach- 
drawed only 2 and one-

Now, with two stacks and 
an open sight-seeing deck in 
place of all them staterooms, 
she's a-carryin’ touristers on a 
lake in Henry Ford's Green- 
field Village. So you see, the 
ald SUWANEE has been rebuilt 
again, and this time without 
ary a one of her original tim- 
bers, and by now she’s even 
got a brand new set of boilers 
too, but yet, by gum.
